“When we reached Emmons G la­ 
cier we roped ourselves together. 30 
feet apart. 
We were in two groups. 
“We were progreSvSing at the rate 
of about 1,000 feet an hour. 
“The wind was terrific at the 12,- 
000 foot elevation and the mountain 


was completely coated with glare 
ice. 
It was between 30 and 40 de­ 
grees below zero, I believe. 
“We could see the body when we 
were still some distance from it. As 
we got closer, we found fifteen bam­ 
boo trail markers placed on the 
slope by Delmar. 
"When we reached the body, we 
found that it was frozen solid into 
the ice and had to be chopped out. 
None of us looked at his face which 
was buried where he had fallen. His 
hands were bare and the extreme 
cold had given them a waxlike ap­ 
pearance. 
“Delmar was wearing muck-lucks 
(a knee-length moccasin boot) and 
the crampon on his left foot was 
missing. 
It looked as if this had 
caused his fail when it slipped off. 
I believe he was just stunned by the 
fall and froze to death before he re­ 
covered consciousness. 
“After 
a brief rest, we started 
down the mountain with the body 
covered in a tarpaulin. 
One of us 
was ahead, two behind held back on 
the ropes and two behind them 
served as anchor men. 
“We had a terrible time coming 
down.

“Tho man with the handkerchief” 
was seen by Col. Charles A. Lind­ 
bergh outside St. Raymond’s Ceme­ 
tery the night of the $50,000 ransom 
payment. 
Lindbergh sat waiting in 
Iris car, while Dr. John F. (Jafsio) 
Condon, the intermediary, searched 
the vicinity for John to make the 
payment. 
Lindbergh observed the man. now 
allegedly identified by the Gover­ 
nor’s 
investigators, 
approaching 
along the fence of the cemetery. 
As he passed, Lindbergh said, he 
seemed to hold his handkerchief be­ 


fore his face, either as a disguise or 
a signal.

Subsequently, 
police 
authorities 
concluded that the man was merely 
a passerby with no connection with 
the perpetrators of the crime. The 
governor’s investigators were report­ 
ed to have had information about 
tne man for soipe time and recently 
to have learned his identity.
